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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Upon a complete 
review of the entire written record the instant application is in condition for allowance. The prior 
ait rejections of record are withdrawn in view of Applicant's comments presented in the Brief on 
Appeal. Specifically, the claim language requiring non-telecentric illumination as the light 
source defines the claims over the prior art of record.
